7. (Currently Amended) 'A transport device (4-0) — for transporting 
valuable documents, in particular bank notes and check forms, having 
pairs of belts comprising at least two endless belts and rotatable rolls to 
guide and to drive the belts, a transport path for the transport of one or 
more -valuable documents being formed between the belts, and the 
transport direction of the -valuable documents being determined by the 
direction of rotation of the rolls , said transport device comprising: 

a. a first belt transport unit (4§f-comprising at least one first belt (424 
and at least one second belt (44), the first belt (124-being guided by a 
first set of rolls (16, 18) and the second belt (444-being guided by a 
second set of rolls (20, 22) , and a transport path for valuable 
documents being formed between the belts (12, 14);
